The Township’s Sanitary Sewer Usage Fee is $185 a quar-
ter and is invoiced January 01, April 01, July 01, and Octo-
ber 01.  We accept payments in the form of cash, check or 
credit card.  When paying by check, we ask that you please 
write your property address on your sewer payment.  Note 
that your sewer account number is actually the property 
address of the service connection.  If you have a mortgage 
escrow account, please make sure your sewer payments are 
not going to the tax collector.  Remember, if your water is 

shut off due to delinquent sewer payments, it can take up to 10 days for the water to 
get turned back on.  To help avoid this, you can make payment arrangements with 
the Township by contacting Jill Barbera, Financial Accountant, at 610-495-5443.

Township Sanitary Sewer Sale Exploration 
 
Last year, the Board of Supervisors assembled a team of professionals to help explore the possible sale of its 
public sanitary sewer system.  The team is lead by PFM Financial Advisors, who work with municipalities 

across the Commonwealth to assist them in determining if a sale of their sani-
tary sewer systems meets their individual goals and objectives.  To date, PFM 
has estimated the value of the Township system, researched interest by qualified 
buyers, and released a Request for Bids for the possible sale.  The next steps be-
fore a decision can be made to either keep or sell the public sanitary sewer sys-
tem are to evaluate the bid proposals, hold public meetings to discuss the find-
ings and obtain comments, analyze the pros and cons of keeping versus selling 
the system, and then the Board will consider making its decision at a public 
meeting late spring or early summer.

Please note that latex paint may be discarded in household trash following one of the three below methods: 

 
1. Remove paint can lid; let paint dry out completely, and discard without lid on paint can. 
2. Fill a garbage bag with absorbent material such as clay-based kitty litter, sawdust or rags, pour 

paint into the garbage bag with the absorbent material, let dry, and discard garbage bag and paint 
can without lid in trash can. 

3. Paint hardener can also be purchased at the hardware store.

Parks, Recreation and Conservation Committee Update 
 

What is new with our parks and trails? 

East Coventry Township has an extensive network of parks and trails, and the Parks, Recreation and Conservation 
Committee is committed to enhancing these public spaces.  Make sure you have not missed the latest additions: 

Signs at East Coventry Nature Preserve 

Two new signs have been built at East Coventry Nature Preserve, one at the corner of 
Maack and Kulp Roads and another in front of the schoolhouse on Schoolhouse Road.  
These signs mark the preserve’s two entrances, drawing attention to where visitors 
may park to access the Township trail system. 

The stone pillars that support the signs have a unique shape: they are wide at the base 
and become narrow toward the top.  This tapered design is modeled after the stone 
pillars that support the forebay (an area where one or more 
walls overshoot a building’s foundation) of old barns spread 
throughout southeastern Pennsylvania, including some here in 
East Coventry Township.  These pillars celebrate the architec-
ture of our historical buildings and should serve as a perma-
nent reminder of our community’s agricultural roots. 

We thank Jocelyn Canfield of Communication Results for her design expertise, Jeremiah 

Wright of Jeremiah Wright Masonry for building the stone pillars, local resident Bob Bau-
ers for his beautiful ironwork, John Becker for his skilled woodworking, and the Public 
Works Department for sign assembly.  This project was funded by a Department of Con-
servation and Natural Resources grant, part of the Schuylkill Highlands Mini-Grant Pro-

gram administered by Natural Lands. 

‘Wildcat Trail’ around East Coventry Elementary School 

Over the winter, the 1.5-mile Wildcat Trail opened around the perimeter of the old and new 
East Coventry Elementary School properties, offering a relatively flat and easy walk through 
beautiful open space.  Access to the Wildcat Trail is NOT permitted during school hours, 
but public access is available at all other times.  New playground equipment has been or-
dered and a new ADA-accessible sidewalk will be constructed so that all of our residents can 
enjoy this newly defined open space. 

The Wildcat Trail is the product of collaboration between East Coventry Township and Ow-

en J. Roberts School District.  We thank the Public Works Department for installing the sign 
posts.  The project was funded by a Shared Schoolyards grant (accessed by the Township 
through membership in the Pottstown Area Regional Recreation Committee).  Funding was 

also provided by PECO.
